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Work Progresses Nicely on 
Dam in Big Santa Anita 
Canyon for Water Supply 

Hydraulic Pumps and Huge Cranes Move the 
Earth From Canyon Walls to Make 
Foundations for Flood Dam

Construction work on the big dam 
which is being built in the Big Santa 
Anita is making big strides these 
days. For the last two months the 
construction company in charge has 
been digging to bedrock along the 
sides and in the bottom of the can¬ 
yon and in a comapratively short 
time this work will be completed and 
the work of constructing the dam 
will be ready to start. The construc¬ 
tion work is being done by the Ross 
construction company. 

The dam when completed will im¬ 
pound a large amount of water in a 
lake with several miles of shore line 
and which will extend in length to 
within a short distance of First 
Water Camp. Ranger M. K. Davis 
has constructed a ranger trail fro.i 
the dam to the ranger station at 
First Water to be used in case of 
fire or other emergency. The new 
trail shortens the distance between 
the station and transportation by 
about 45 minutes and Is the most 
nearly level trail running in that 
direction. 

At the Dam Site 

Considerable machinery has been 
placed in the canyon of the Big 
Santa Anita and more will arrive 
when the building of the dam starts. 
The sides of thee anyon walls are 
being cut down to bed rock by the 
aid of hydraulic pumps which tear 
away the soil anil loosen rocks of 
the walls until a solid foundation is 
reached. At the bottom of the can¬ 
yon a crane has been installed which 
is removing the dirt which falls 
from above and at the same time 
carves a solid footing for the supei- 
structure to rest upon. 

The city of Sierra Madre, the city 
of Arcadia .and the Cook-Woodley 
estate have filed water claims on the 
land which will be covered by the 
lake and when the dam is completed 
the present water supply will be 
greatly supplemented by the water 
to be received from that source. The 
purpose of the dam is to impound the 
water which escapes into the ocean 
in the rainy season so that it will 
be gradually let out through sub¬ 
surface drainage so that the wells 
in the Raymond dyke basin will all 
be materially benefited by the im¬ 
provement. Sierra Madre will bene¬ 
fit in this way besides having a right 


to a large amount of the water di¬ 
rectly from the reservoir. 

The lake which will be created by 
the dam will have comparatively no 
shore line which may be used for 
resort purposes. The walls for the 
entire basin are almost perpendicu¬ 
lar, but it will nevertheless be a big 
benefit to the resorts already in the 
canyon as they will be within easy 
hiking distance of the lake which 
will soon abound with good fish, as 
the Big Santa Anita is already a 
popular fishing ground and the ex¬ 
tra water which will be held by the 
dam will afford better breeding facil- 
! ities for the fish. 

Road Not Yet Public 

A road was constructed during 
the past few months from the cor- 
| ner of Grand View and Double Drive 
to the dam, following the side of the 
I mountain. This road in itself called 
; for no little engineering skill and 
! opens up several desirable building 
i sites on the Cook-Woodley estate 
i which have heretofore not been ac- 
: cessible to the public. The road is 

■ not yet a public road, it being for 
j the maintenance of the dam only, 

but it is believed by many that it 
1 will only be a question of time until 
1 the public will be allowed to use 
the road and some even predict that 
within a few years the road will be 
extended further into the Rig Sant-i 
Anita to some of the resorts which 
are now only reached by foot or 
pack train. 

About half way between the end 
of Grand View and the dam is a 
fine knoll containing several acres of 
level ground which is being held by 
! the Cook-Woodley estate, it is un¬ 
derstood, for a hotel site. This 
: when improved, it is claimed, will 
make one of the finest hotel locn- 
j tions in America, within easy motor¬ 
ing distance of a big city and with¬ 
in easy hiking distance of a large 
mountain lake. Within the last few 
i weeks considerable agitation started 
1 by the residents of East Grandview 
for the improvement of tha street to 
the Double Drive They claim that 

■ there is a great deal of traffic be¬ 
tween Sierra Madre and the dam, that 
as time goes on there is bound to be 
a steady increase and that it is up 
to the people of Sierra Madre to 
provide good roads over which to 
travel. They point out that at pres¬ 
ent most of the traffic to the dam 
goes by way of Arcadia while the 
natural route would be through Sier- 

' ra Madre if the road were improved. 


Land Yalues Few Fires 

Given Boost This Year 
By Assessor Says Ranger 


Revaluation of Sierra Madre real 
estate by the land valuation depart- 
ment of the county assessor’s office 
is bringing some surprises to Sierra 
Madre property owners who take the 
trouble to investigate their assess- j 
ment. The new tax roll is now in I 
the hands of the board of supervisors 
who sit as a board of equalization | 
until July 20. After that date no 
protests will be received and taxes 
will be assessed accordingly. 

It has been about four years since 
a general revision ^as made of Sier¬ 
ra Madre land valuations. There have 
been some big increases in that time. 
Just how accurately the upward mar¬ 
ket values has been reflected, or how 
some well known inequalities have 
been leveled, could only be told by 
detailed study of the entire roll. 

According to reports from presum¬ 
ably reliable sources, the greatest 
increases are shown in upper foothill 
property, which has seen marked in¬ 
crease in popular favor, and conse¬ 
quently in market valuation. It is 
estimated the revised assessment roll 
will show an increase of 25 to 30 
per cent over that of last year.

Thanks to the splendid cooperation 
of the people who use the moun¬ 
tains as a playground, the small fires 
have been kept much lower this year 
than any year previous, according 
to Forest Ranger M. H. Davis.

Davis says that the hikers and visi¬ 
tors to the mountain resorts have 
shown such a spirit of cooperation 
this summer that what is usually a 
very trying period has proven this 
summer to be very pleanant and 
that only one fire has been started 
this year, while last year there were 
no less than five reported by the time 
the summer had advanced this far.

Beside these additions 
three men have been sent to the 
back country on trail maintenance 
work in order to have them available 
in case of a fire, and two or three 
will be put in the Big Santa Anita 
soon. 

Registrars are being placed at the 
beginnings of all the mountain trails 
during the week ends and it is ex¬ 
pected that they will soon be ordered 
on duty daily. These men caution 
all persons entering the danger zone 
of the existing regulations and see 
that every precaution possible is 
taken before they start into the 
mountains.

City Planners 
In Meeting at 
Long Beach 

A very large body of members and 
guests of the Association of City 
Planners of Los Angeles county met 
at the chamber of commerce of Long 
Beach on Saturday to enjoy the re¬ 
lief of cool sea breezes and hear one 
of the most interesting programs of 
the year. The delegation from Sier¬ 
ra Madre was stronger than ever be¬ 
fore and comprised Mr. and Mrs. 
E. D. Burbank, Mr. and Mrs. Gruit, 
Mr. and Mrs. George F. Roberts, 
Mrs. E. B. deGroot, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Dingman, and Mrs. Emil Sturmthal. 

Dr. O. P. Bell of Long Beach gave 
the first address on the subject of 
“The Harbor,” and in a concise but 
informative talk filled the audience 
with facts and enthusiasm about the 
great project which means so much 
in the prosperity of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Since the government breakwater 
was completed in 1912 the population 
of Los Angeles has increased 300 
per cent and that of Long Beach 
800 per cent. The latter has grown 
from a small community of 17,000 
people in that year to 140,000 at the 
present time, while property values 
in the county have increased 1000 
per cent in twenty years. That this 
increase is sane and steady is shown 
by the fact that there are today over 
0,000 factories in operation in the 
county with an annual output of 
over a billion dollars, and pay rolls 
of sufficient size to play a large 
hand in the stability of the popula¬ 
tion. 

World’s Leading Harbor 

The harbor when complete will 
have next to London the greatest 
dock frontage of any harbor in the 
world. London—also a man-made 
harbor—has 218,000 feet of dockage 
facilities; Los Angeles will have 210,- 
000 feet. And in order for us not 
to feel that the plans for this great 
construction venture are merely vis¬ 
ionary, let us remember that in 
twelve years the harbor has already 
grown from a mud slough to a port 
doing the second largest volume of 
business in the United States. This 
is due not only to the fact that the 
vast oil fields near by have called 
for an enormous tonnage to handle 
their products, but that the business 
of handling freight in the Pacific 
area is growing by leaps and bounds. 
Dr. Bell listed many of civilization’s 
necessities and luxuries which must 
come from the Orient and Antipodes, 
such as rubber, hemp, Australian 
wool, 95 per cent of the silk used in 
America, and most of the tin. When 
one learns that a ton of freight may 
lie shipped to Shanghai from San 
Pedro as cheaply as to Pomona, Cal¬ 
ifornia, one realizes anew the vast 
roadways that are opened up to 
Southern California by the traffic of 
her port. 

It costs $6.00 to transport a ton 
of steel rails from Antwerp to Los 
Angeles by water, and $20.00 for 
the same commodity to be brought 
from Pittsburg by rail. A ton of 
goods may be carried 1000 miles at 
sea for the same price as it cun be 
hauled 20 miles by a motor tuck. Is 
there any wonder that our inter¬ 
coastal trade through the Panama 
Canal is becoming such a factor in 
the successful manufacturer’s life? 

Boulder Canyon Project 

Dr. Bell was followed by Mr. Be*i 
W. Spencer, secretary of the Ontario 
chamber of commerce, who gave the 
city planners a resume of the Boul¬ 
der Dam meeting recently held in 
his city. He reported that Mr. Davis, 
who has worked for twenty years 
on the Colorado River investigation 
for the U. S. Reclamation Service, 
was present at the meeting, and that 
Congressman Swing, author of the 
Swing-Johnson bill, and Congress¬ 
man Addison Smith of Idaho, chair¬ 
man of the House Committee on 
Reclamation, also spoke and empha¬ 
sized the necessity of the dam at 
Boulder Canyon. 

The high dam for which the Swing- 
Johnsorjf bill provides, and which the 
Ixis Amgeles City Water department 
under William Mulholland feels so 
necessary to the development of 
Southern California, will have a 
fourfold value to the Pacific South 
west. It will provide first for the 
flood control which the Imperial and 
Coachella valleys need so desper¬ 
ately; then for the conservation and 
distribution of water for irrigation 
and domestic purposes; and lastly for 
the development of 600,000 horse 
power of electricity. That Boulder 
canyon, which is 110 miles below 
the Grand Canyon of the Colorado, 
is the only feaaible place for the 
dam is the conclusion of the U. S. 
reclamation service, which has spent 
twenty years in working on the 
problem. It finds that at Boulder 
Canyon the dam can be built with 
the greatest ease as the rock forma¬ 
tion is the hardest discovered in the 
whole course of the river. It will 
be a comparatively simple tnsk to 
fill the narrow opening which is 
only 200 feet wide, between the 600- 


Postal Service of City Is 
Increased During the 
Las t Year , Says Report 

Receipts of Local Post Office Smaller This 
Year Than in Previous Years in Spite 
of Much Larger Population 


June 30 is the end of the fiscal 
year for the postal department and 
the statistic sharks are busily making 
comparisons between the year just 
finished and previous ones. Inquiry 
at the local post office brought forth 
the information that the receipts had 
fallen off $164.00 from the total of 
1924, while the work had increased 
very considerably. Postmaster Wright 
states that the only answer to the 
apparent impossibility is that many 
of the people of this city are buying 
their stamps and stamped envelopes 
somewhere else, not realizing that 
the allowances for additional help 
and equipment are based entirely on 
receipts. 

The total receipts for 1923-24 were 
$11,510.75, the expenditures $11,104.- 
20. Receipts for 1924-25 were $11,- 
346.72, expenditures $12,918.96. 

Therefore, while the receipts drop¬ 
ped, the expense of running the of¬ 
fice increased $1814.76. However, 
the major portion of this increase 
was in the last six months, owing to 
the salary increase voted all clerks 
and carriers by the last congr' 
These cost figures of course apply 
only to the work of the local office. 
The expense to the government of 
handling the incoming mail before it 
reaches this city and outgoing mail 
after it leaves this office, is not in¬ 
cluded. 

City Delivery Service 
According to Postmaster Wright, 
Sierra Madre has been favored with 
some decided improvements in the 
postal service the past year. The 
most important was the establish¬ 
ment of city delivery in place of vil¬ 
lage delivery. The carriers had been 
giving service which amounted prac¬ 
tically to city delivery but they had 
not been paid for it and the change 
in their status made it possible to in¬ 
sist on all the requirements of city 
delivery. With city delivery parcel 
post delivery is required and, after 
the necessary amount of routine and 
red tape, the postmaster w r as made 
an allowance for this sendee and 
parcel post is now being delivered at 
all points within the carriers’ deliv¬ 
ery limits. The postmaster states 
that many patrons of the office are 
enthusiastic in their appreciation of 
this service which saves them trips 
to the post office this hot weather. 

At the request of the postmaster 
an inspector made a careful survey 
of the entire city and granted exten¬ 
sions of service in the northwest and 
canyon sections. The extension into 
the canyon especially will be of bene¬ 
fit to a large number of people, as 
arrangements have been made for 
those living beyond the delivery limit 
to place their boxes near the swim¬ 
ming pool, so the entire canyon can 
be served. At the same time the 
inspector recommended changes in 
the carriers handling of the routes 
which makes it possible to cover the 
entire city twice daily, giving two 


deliveries where previously there had 
been but one. 

How Public Can Aid 

Postmaster Wright said: “I wish 
I could make the people of this city 
realize how much they can do to im¬ 
prove the service. I am sure if they 
understood they would do their part, 
for, in the many years I have been 
in touch with activities here, the peo¬ 
ple of this little town have always 
come up to the scratch when they 
realized the necessity. The powers 
that be in Washington are putting 
on a very strenuous economy cam¬ 
paign—all of us in the govenrment 
service are being urged to cut ex¬ 
penses to the limit. In figuring on 
ways of saving it is very dishearten¬ 
ing to see how much time and ef¬ 
fort is expended correcting unneces¬ 
sary mistakes. The amount of mon¬ 
ey spent for a clerk to correct ad¬ 
dresses, look up addresses, send no¬ 
tices on short paid matter, send in¬ 
quiries for supposedly lost articles, 
make out claims, answer inquiries, 
and all the rest of the routine neces¬ 
sary because of carelessness on the 
part of mailers, is appalling even in 
a small office like this one. Multi¬ 
ply it by the number of offices in 
the country and one gets some idea 
of what taxpayers dig up because 
we are all more or less careless how 
we address our mail. It costs us 
$1,740,000 a year to look up ad¬ 
dresses on misdirected mail. It costs 
two millions a year for “dead letter” 
service. That money has to come out 
of the taxes. If a clerk is occupied 
a couple of hours a day on that sort 
of work, doesn’t it mean two hours 
a day less time at window service 
or mail distribution ? That means 
a slowing down of the whole service. 
It isn’t the one letter or paper that 
you forget to properly address or 
stamp, it is the one multiplied by fif¬ 
ty or sixty or a hundred of your 
friends and neighbors. 

“Another very important way of 
helping is to buy stamps at your 
own home office. We serve many 
people in this town whom we never 
see in the postoffice buying even a 
postal card. They buy stamps some¬ 
where, but it is so easy to have 
hubby bring them home from the of¬ 
fice. It costs money to deliver let¬ 
ters and papers to those people and 
the packages they have sent out from 
Los Angeles or Pasadena, but they 
don’t contribute one cent toward that 
expense. Of course they don’t re¬ 
alize that if that keeps up in in¬ 
creasing degree some day soon the 
cost experts in Washington are going 
to notify this office that the re¬ 
ceipts do not justify the expenses 
and that there will have to be a cut 
in the number of employes or in the 
allowance for clerical help. That 
means slower service for everybody. 

“The town is growing and the 
work is growing in proportion, but 
the receipts are not and they must 
grow or the standard of service can¬ 
not be kept up. Increased work calls 
for increased help and at present I 
am fighting against a decrease.” 


foot cliffs at the selected point. The 
initial cost will be about $70,000,000 
with the repayment spread over a 
period of fifty years. 

Two and one-half million acres of i 
land can be irrigated from this dam, 
and 30,000,000 acre feet of water 
may be impounded at one time. At 
present this vast supply of much 
needed fluid is not only wasted by 
flowing uninterruptedly to the sea, 
but is an expense and danger along 
its lower reaches, ’where the river 
must be held back by expensive and 
not always safe dikes. Its bed is 
many feet above the valleys it trav¬ 
erses and is constantly being built up 
higher by the sediment carried down 
in the rushing waters. 

More Than State Problem 

Mr. Spencer made a strong plea 
for the support of the Swing-John- 
son bill and pointed out the futility 
of planning cities, highways, parks, 
or even a harbor if we do not get 
the water we so desperately need.,

More than 40 per cent of the fam¬ 
ilies in Los Angeles reside in homes 
which they own, a fact whfch places 
that city as the leading city for home 
owners, according to a survey con¬ 
ducted by the United States census 
bureau for the eighteen largest cities 
of the country. 

With the census report as an in¬ 
centive for investigation, Southern 
California Business, the official mag¬ 
azine of the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce, has looked further into 
the home owner situation with the 
result that the editor of the mag¬ 
azine declares that the same holds 
true of Southern California as com¬ 
pared to other centers of population 
in other states. 

While exact figures are not given 
for territory outside of cities, it is 
shown that 41 per cent of the people 
of Los Angeles own their own homes. 
Following is a list of large cities in 
the United States giving home own¬ 
ership percentages:

In arriving at thes figures no short 
time period was considered, the to¬ 
tals being an average over a period 
of 30 years taken from the census of 
1900, of 1910 and of 1920. This was 

done in fairness to cities other than 
Los Angeles and Detroit, these two 

having the largest percentage. If 

an average was struck today for the 
same cities it is shown that the fig¬ 
ures for Los Angeles and Detroit 
would be greater than shown by the 
30 year average. However, other cit¬

Fine Fishing 
In California 
Lures Many 

Sparkling streams in the moun¬ 
tainous “back country” to the east 
and north of Los Angeles now are 
holding out a litre to the trout fish¬ 
ing vacationist, who is responding 
this summer in greater numbers than 
ever before in local sporting annals, 
according to figures just compiled 
here. 

Trout streams are reached over 
good roads and are found trickling 
their sparkling ways through gor¬ 
geous and inspiring scenic spots. 
They lie mostly along the road that 
traverses Owens river valley towards 
Mono Mono Lake. 

In the Owens River Valley, where 
streams are populous with fish, there 
is a state highway, much of it is 
paved and all in good condition. 
There are no steep grades, the road¬ 
bed is wide, there are ample sup¬ 
plies to be had at Lone Pine, Inde¬ 
pendence, Big Pine, Bishop and 
Bridgeport, as well as many points 
between them for a distance of more 
than 120 miles. 

Among the choicest creeks and 
lakes where there are ideal camping 
conditions and trout fishing, are Lone 
Pine Creek, George Creek, William¬ 
son Creek and Pine Creek. These 
He between Lone Pine and Indepen 
dence, a distance of less than 18 
miles. 

Between Independence and Big 
Pine are a number of creeks that 
furnish an abundance of sport to the 
fisherman, including Oak, Sawmill, 
Red Mountain, Birch and Little Pine. 
Just above Independence is a state 
fish hatchery from which hundreds 
of streams and lakes in the valley 
are stocked with fry. This affords 
an interesting sight to the tourist 
who is welcome at any time to make 
a study of the way in which trout 
are hatched and prepared for the 
waters of Owens valley. 

Above Bishop are found Horton 
Lake, Birch Creek, Pine Creek, Rock 
Creek, lakes, Hilton Creek lakes, Lit¬ 
tle lakes, McGee Creek, Convict Lake 
and Convict Creek, Twin I-akex, 
Mammoth Creek. 

Above Mammoth and Casa Diablo 
Hot Springs is the Silver Lake re¬ 
gion, including June anil Gull lakes 
besides Grand Lake, Rush Creek and 
Walker Lake.

City Planners 

In Meeting at CURTAIN NETS 
Long Beach DRAPERIES— 


(Continued from Page One) 

He stressed the fact that the pro¬ 
ject must be carried out by the fed¬ 
eral government rather than by a 
state or corporation. The river is 
not only an inter-state problem but 
an international one. With govern¬ 
ment ownership of the dam the 
water may be justly distributed to 
all those within the many districts 
it can supply,, and power sold both 
to cities and private companies. 

The business meeting of the morn¬ 
ing closed with one of Mr. G. Gordon 
Whitnall’s splendid talks on “Whut 
a City Planning Commission Should 
Do for the Community.” 

Why Are Cities? 

He sketched the growth of cRy 
planning back to thed ays when it 
began as the “City Beautiful” move¬ 
ment, and said that he believed that 
name, which was in a way a mis¬ 
nomer, had retarded the best efforts 
of city planning, as the general pub¬ 
lic is apathetic to mere beauty and 
demands, rightly, that general order 
must be obtained first and embellish¬ 
ment follow after. 

“Geography is not a city,” Mr. 
Whitnall says. “The Mojave desert 
has plenty of geography, if that were 
all that was necessary. A city Is 
more than physical things, more than 
commerce and industry. Our present 
industrial life compels people to live 
in cities and individuals have nofr 
mostly become merely cogs in a 
machine. One man used to make a 
whole wagon in his own shup. Now 
thousands of men make parts for 
Fords, yet no man can make a 
whole Ford alone. He must co-or¬ 
dinate with his fellow worker and 
thus must live mostly in urban com¬ 
munities. 

“People come to Los Angeles either 
because they like it here, or because 
they did not like it where they were 
already living, It is universe to 
want better living conditions, and 
the yardstick of the city planner 
should be making living conditions 
better. Industry, commerce, every¬ 
thing should come after living. In¬ 
dustry is not the END, it is the 
MEANS of life. The same holds 
true of commerce and all of these 
necessities, living, industry and com¬ 
merce, should help each other. Oth¬ 
erwise our cities and lives are a 
hodge-podge. '

“California is one of the most se¬ 
cure, if not the most secure, place to 
live in the world,” says C. G. Mil- 
ham, executive secretary of the All- 
Year Club of Southern California. 
Relative to the Santa Barbara earth¬ 
quakes and previous earthquakes Mr. 
Milham says: 

“The shake of Santa Barbara has 
receded in time so that it can be seen 
in proper perspective. 

“A fact-finding committee of en¬ 
gineers and others has made its re¬ 
port. This shows that in popular 
imagination a major tragedy has been 
mentally created out of a decidedly 
minor one. 

"The quake, contrasting with our 
year in and year out experiences, re¬ 
veals by contrast that California is 
one of the most secure, if not the 
most secure, place to live in the wide 
world. 

“In all California history there 
have been only three earthquakes 
with death rolls. One in 1812, one in 
1906, and one at Santa Barbara 
June 29. The total death list for all 
California for all history from trem¬ 
ors is less than 800. The total 
death list in Southern California is 
less than 100. 

Bears Comparison Well 

“When we consider that this is a 
record of more than 200 years, we 
must realize how happy we can be 
in our freedom from natural violence. 
California is free from flood, cy¬ 
clone', tornado, excessive heat and ex¬ 
cessive cold. In scores of places 
more have been killed by a single 
blow by cyclone or flood than have 
been killed by natural violence in 
California from earthquakes and all 
other natural causes in its entire 
history. 

“The material damage at Santa 
Barbara is estimated to be between 
$8,000,000 and $10,000,000. This is 
one-twenty-fourth of the building 
that was done in Los Angeles in the! 
year 1923. It is only one-fifth or 
the value of a huge New York sky¬ 
scraper. It is equal to the normal 
building for Santa Barbara for two 
years. That is if building there had 
been suspended for two years, the 
loss would be as great as that j 
caused by the quake. 

“The city has 5,500 buildings. Of 
these five per cent or 275 suffered 
measurable damage. About 80 su- 
fered severe damage and perhaps 
from 20 to 40 will have to be tom 
down. The city was not leveled. 
The real cracking of buildings was 
limited to less than two per cent of 
its area. One may ride through 
Santa Barbara streets in any but the 
business section for miles without 1 
encountering a single sign of dam¬ 
age.”
